THE POET McLACHLAN. 

McetiiiK In Toronto-Sketch of tbe Sweet Singer 
of A.uiarauth. 

TOKONTO, Dec. 9. — Tho frioiuls of Pout 
McLaohlan have issued nil appeal to the 
Scottish national societies throughout tho 
United Status and Canada, and to Scotch- 
men generally, for assistance, and the 
movement was formally launched at. n 
public mnethifr held last night, when the 
objects of the promo tors were ex- 
plained and the subject advocated 
by Reverend Principal Grant, of 
Queon's college; Hon. (L W. Itoss, Min- 
ister of Education; Dalton McCartliy, Q. 
0., Dr. Daniel Clark and otlior prominent 
gentlemen. There is probably no Cana- 
dian [ioet wlio.se writings have gained a 
wider celebrity tbiin those of Mr. Alexan- 
der McLaclilan. For about thirty years 
his works have been before the public 
and havo been increasing in popularity 
with every new edition that, has been 
published. They breathe the genuine 
poetic spirit mid are appreciated by lovers 
of poetry not only in Canada, but in 'ho 
United States and Great Britain, whore 
they are well known. While his poems 
are essentially Canadian, there are many 
of his published pieces which show an in- 
tense love in the poet's heart of lhe land 
of his^ birth, as well as a quick and in- 
stinctive knowledge of the subtleties of 
the Scottish character. In his poetic tri- 
bute lo Hugh Macdonald, author of 
"Rambles Round Glasgow," he pours end 
in smooth musical verso a brother poet -, 
love.

kindred and venturesome, forgathered lo 
worship the nine and draw tho divine 
atllatus by intellectual contact and con 
lest. Ho emigrated to Canada in 1840 
and .settled down in the backwoods t-, 
clear a farm. His hardships and tods' as 
a sol tier are ( lie themes of several pooins. 
He became well known to a wide circle i f 
friends, who esteem him highly as a man 
and cultivate his society as of the highest 
worth. lie is of a lovable disposition 
and is end" vc 1 with exceptionally good 
conversation..; powers. One of Ins 
warmest friends was the late .Mr. D'Arcy 
McC oo, with whom he was on terms of 
the most intimate friendship, and who in 
meny ways showed bis appreciation of 
the poet's talents. In 1874 be re visited 
Scotland in tin- interests of immigration. 
He has for many years lived on bio farm 
at Amaranth, (Int., where be is surround- 
ed by a devoted family, but where, also, 
the reward of his literary work ami farm- 
ing combined have not succeeded in avert- 
ing what is not usually a poet's fate 
mole glory than gear. His straitened 
circumstances having come to the know 
ledge of some of his admirers in Toronto, 
they have now undertaken to raise funds 
for a testimonial, sufficient to place the 
poet in a comfortable and easy position 
Icq- the remaining years of his life.

The part whijh England would play, in 
the event of hostilities between Russia 
and Austria, has been almost determined 
upon. Her llect would support tho action 
of the allied powers, and her interference 
would have for its main object, the preser- 
vation of the integrity of Turkey.

It was 
well-known that the estimates were being 
prepared, and that the heads of the 
various departments were pushing on 
their reports preliminary to tho assembling 
of II Jl" Majesty's faithful senate and com- 
mons. The government will meet the 
house under more favorable circumstances 
than perhaps ever before in the history of 
the Dominion.

The transaction was perfectly regular, and 
the honor of both governments fully 
pledged. A regular treaty was drawn up, 
and tho Danish Reichstag ratified it with- 
out debate, and the King as promptly 
signed it.

It is said that 
Denmark, from that moment, has viewed 
the United Status with deep distrust, and, 
officially speaking, has no more to do with 
her than is absolutely necessary. 

The first annual meeting of th« stock- 
holders of tho Koeley Motor Company 
since 1883 was held at Philadelphia on 
Thursday.
